Bruhn last night In submitting a re- 
port of the noise committee appoint- 
ed last month at the regular meet- 
ing of the Board of Health.

report was made following the re- 
ferring to the corporation counsel of 
a petition signed by some 37 resi- 
dents of Prospect street and vicinity 
oblectlng to the noises at the Dairy- 
man'* League plant at 126 Prospect 
street. 


Commissioner Bruhn said that the 


committee, the other members being 
Dr. F. W. Holcomb and Dr. A. L. 
Hill, had had several meetings and 
had reached the conclusion that 
regulation 9 of the city sanitary code 
was broad enough in scope to make 
new legislation unnecessary. 


Htow Railroad Xoises 
i 


In regard to the nuisance of the 


blowing of locomotive -whistles when 
approaching a crossing in the city, 
Commissioner Bruhn said that under 
the 
penal law 
the 
blowing 
of 


whistles was required when a loco- 
motive was approaching a crossing 
outside of cities. This the board in- 
terpreted to mean that it was not 
obligatory on the part of engineers 
to blow at the crossings in the city 
which are protecte dby gates and 
gatemen. 


Dr. Hill of the noise committee 


said that the corporation counsel 
had b««n instructed t otake the ques- 
tion of whistle blowing up with the 
New Tort office of the railroad. . 


Commissioner Bruhn said the law 


also provided that a railroad cross- 
ing could not b« blocked for a 
period of more than five minutes. 


It is likely that steps will be taken 


to clock blocks on the crossings here 
and learn definitely Just "how many 
times during a day a crossing is 
blocked by the railroad trains and 
for how long a period. 


"An Asinine Law" 


Asked as to the blowing of horns 


on automobiles at street crossings 
and 
•intersections 
Commissioner 


Brubn said it was obligatory on the 
part of drivers to blow at street in- 
tersectiona under the provisions In 
the state law. 


"It's an, asinine law then." re- 


marked Mayor Helselman, "for if 
every auto driver obeyed that law 
and blew at every corner it would 
make this city a bedlam to live in, 
and especially so at night." 


Th« other members of the board 


agreed with the mayor. 


Regulation 0 Covets All 


Commissioner 
Bruhn said 
the 


committee. believed it would be a 
good ide* if the newspapers would 
make public Regulation 9 of 
the 


unitary code. *o that the general 
public would anttt in eliminating 
nnnecoMarr noises. 


Toe regulation is as follows: 
All ringing of gongs and bells, and 


all blowing of horns and whistles. 
«nd all noises which are detrimental 
to pahlte health, or that disturbs the 
public peace and qui-t, la tn« judg- 
ment of the board, or that annoy*. 
Injure* or endangers the comfort, 
repose or health of any considerable 
number of petwons and all unneces- 
sary noises, except the giving of any 
Mgnal* required by law. are hereby 
prohibited upon any «tr>wt or public 
place In the city.

In »dditlon to the u«uml duty of se- 
lecting their farorlt« candidate*, the 
added responsibility of tettllnf three 
quwtloni of considerable Importance 
—the liability of bank itoekholden. 
non-unanimous Jury verdicts in civil 
cue«, and provision by the legisla- 
ture of optional forms of government 
for counties. 


All three of the propotitloni, be- 


ing constitutional amendments, have 
paued two differently elected Senates 
of the state legislature, and now 
await approval of voters this fall, 
before becoming law. 


First of those mentioned, if sanc- 


tioned in November, will repeal that 
section of the 
Constitution 
which 


provides that "stockholders of every 
corporation and Joint-stock associa- 
tion for banking purposes, shall be 
individually 
responsible 
to. the 


amount-of their respective share or 
shares of stock in any such corpora- 


tion or iMQctatton, for all its debu 
and liabilities of erery kind." Thus. 
the release from' liability of bank 
stockholders depends solely 
upon 
those voting November S. 


Next, there is the Buckley resolu- 


tion, which states that the legisla- 
ture mar provide, by low, "that a 
verdict may be rendered by not less 
than five-sixths of the jurymen con- 
stituting a jury, in any civil case." 
Naturally, the present requirements 
for unanimous decisions in criminal 
cases would still be in effect, even 
though the Buckley measure became 
a law. 


Thft Fearn 
county government 


measure declares that the legislature 
shall provide by .law. for the organi- 
zation and government of counties, 
and shall provide alternative forms 
of government for counties, with the 
exception of New York city, and see 
to the submission of one or 
more 


forms of government to the electors 
residing In such counties. It is fur- 
ther stated that no form of govern- 
ment shall become operative in any 
county unless and until adopted at a 
general election held in the county. 


In order to be adopted within the 


county, the form of government pro- 
posed must receive a majority of the 
total votes cast in the county on the 
question, a majority of the votes in 
every city containing more than 25

Plan drawings, amplified by writ- 


ten specifications, are the final and 
only documents given to a contractor 
for figuring bids and must be fol- 
lowed during the entire building pro- 
cess. 
Many prospective home own- 


ers do not realize the Importance of 
complete plans. 
If 
the 
drawings 


show tho room arrangement and di- 
mensions, he overlooks other vital In- 
formation which should be shown ac- 
curately, 


A complete set of working draw- 


Ings should include, first, a plan of 
the lot and the location of the house 
garage, service yards, trees, walks 
etc. 
This is known as the "plo 


plan" and is drawn at a smaller scale 
than the remainder of the plans— 
usually 1-16 Inch or 1-32 Inch to the 
loot. 
The approximate location oJ 


electric and telephone service lines 
location and sizes of gas, water, and 
sewer lines, and the width and type 
of paving of the street should be 
shown. 
Dimensions should be accu- 


rate and complete, showing not only 
sizes and structures, walks, etc., but 
the distance from these to the prop- 
erty lines. 


A basement plan follows the plot 


plan and indicates the location and 
materials of the walls, footings, col- 
umns and partitions, 
the 
chimney 


base, heating unit, laundry trays and 
other 
equipment, the location of 


lights and outlets, the size and spac- 
ing of first-floor joists, and any other 
data which will be necessary to make 
a complete plan which can be fol- 


Th« floor plans give not only the 


dimensions of tb<* rooms, porrhcv en- 
tries, terraces, etc , but the location 
of mechanical rqulpment. windows, 
swing of doors. a« well ag the materi- 
als of floor, and wall and ceiling fin- 
ishes for all rooms. 
A schedule of 


door sizes and types and the spacing 
of rafters and floor joists are shown. 
Everything which h to be Included in 
the permanent structure must be in- 
dicated on the working drawings. 


Next, four elevations give the lo- 


cation of doors, windows, chimneys, 
exterior steps, gutters, downspouts, 
etc., and 
accurate dimensions for 


ihese, related to the basement-floor 
evel, as well as the ground and 
first-floor levels 
The sizes and types 


of windows, the roof material, and 
wall, porch, and railing materials are 
given. 


A section through the wall of the 


structure shows 
the construction, 


and, Incases of varied or compli- 
cated types of 
construction, 
more 


ban one section should be shown. 
Yarge-scale details of fireplaces and 
other special features are Included, 
and full-size details of moldings, dec- 
orative elements, and all special mill- 
work, sculpture, etc., should be giv- 
en. 


Special plans are usually made to 


show the location of heating and 
plumbing pipes, since their inclusion 
In the floor and basement plans often 
makes these too complicated to be 
followed. 


It is important that all these 


drawings be accurate and complete 
or many difficulties will arise during 
,he building of the house. The specl- 
ications, which amplify the draw- 
ngs, will be discussed in the next ar- 
.Icle.

Q. Is it necessary to run the foot- 


ings of a dry stone wall below the 
frost line? 


A.—It usually Is not considered 


necessary to run the footings of a 
dry stone wall below the frost line. 
This la due to the fact that in a dry 
stone wall the stone is laid up with- 
out mortar and the separate pieces 
of stone can move slightly, adjusting 
themselves to the frost action. 


The face of such a wall should be 


sloped back at least one-half a foot 
for every foot of height and an oc- 
casional large stone allowed to ex- 
tend back into the bank to keep the 
wall from being pushed out of line 
during the Winter. 


Q-—I wish to play tennis at night. 


How can I light my tennis court? 


A.—Many methods 
of lighting 


have been tried, but the one that has 
proved most satisfactory is the plac- 
ing of powerful flood lights at the 
four comers of the court and on 
either side of the net 
The stand- 


ards must be hlph cnouch so that 
the angle of light will not annoy !h« 
players.

After the dimensions of the house 


have been accurately staked out 
excavation begins. If there is a good 
top soil where the excavation is to 
be made, it should be scraped off and 
piled separately from the remainder 
of the excavated earth. This can be 
used later to cover any grading that 
may be done about the house or 
spread over other areas which will 
be planted with grass or trees. 


If poured concrete is to be used 


for the foundation walls, and the 
ground Is very Una. like heavy clay, 
the cut Is sometimes made exactly 
on the line of the outside of the 
house and is carried down perfectly 
straight. 
This can only be done 


where there is absolutely no chance 
of the ground caving in. even in 
small quantities, if, during the pro- 
cess of pouring, any of the dirt gets 
into the concrete, it will weaken the 
wall

If the wall ia to be 
of brick, stone, block, or tile, it is 
also necessary to excavate a distance 
outside of'the wail In order to la 
it up propetly. 


Care must be used in not e«a 


vating too deep, as it Is essential tha 
the building rest on solid groun 
and not on fill. When the bottom o 
the excavation is reached, the dept 
is checked against the marker of th 
first-floor level. When thla point i 
determined the floor of the excava 
tion Is carefully leveled off, and a 
trench IB then dug around the per 
imeter from 8 to 12 inches deep and 
about twice the width of the pro- 
posed wall, depending on the quality 
of the soil and the weight to be car 
ried on the wall, if the excavation 
is made too deep and filling Is neces- 
sary, this should be wetted down 
and allowed to settle. 


As a rule, a provision is made for 


any added costs which may arise out 
of the necessity for dynamiting large 
areas of rock or for the removal of 
rocks greater than a stipulated siie. 


Sometimes water may be eneoun- 


erediat varying depths below the 
urface of the ground. 
Unless ade- 


quate means are provided for con- 
rolling it, this water will greatly In- 
erfere with the work. 
When the 


nflow is in sufficient quantity. It 
will be necessary to install a pump. 
Concrete cannot be poured where 
water j»-iil change the proportion of 
he mix and thus lower it* predeter- 
mined strength. Special 
provision 


hould be made for the cost of this 
work.

French Taxes Beach All 


Usually business, because It is
